GIRAFFE A CURIOUS BRUTE

| directed by the Lord's angel to take 
the young child and his mother and 
| flee into Egypt and abide there till 
{he should bring them word, It has 
helped me much to notice and to re+ 
pmemibe r that before they were sent 
jto Egypt, the money was on hand to 
cover their need, and 1 do firmly bee 
|Hieve that the Lord provides for all 
that He wants done. The wise men 
| presented their gifts to the child, so 
}it was the child's money that took 
them all to Egypt and took care of 
them, They need have no anxiety as 
to when to leave Egypt, for the angel 
| said that he would bring them word, 
{and he did (Matt. i, 13-23). We may 
| be sure of guidance also if we have 
no will of our own and are wholly sub- 
mitted to God (Ps, xxxii, 8; Isa, xxx, 
} 21). Note in those verses in Matthew
